Death o f Superintendent Fellow s. 
San F rancisco, July 20th.— E. C. Fel­ 
lows, Assistant General Superintendent cf 
the Central Pacific Railroad, died this even­ 
ing at Oakland. 
fSECOND DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, July 20th.—The cause of 
Mr. Fellows’ death cannot be accurately 
Btated until after the poBt mortem examina­ 
tion, but one of the chief causes was con­ 
gestion of the liver, arising from climatic 
changes during his recent trip to the end of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad iu Arizona. 
An autopsy will he held to-morrow. De­ 
ceased was a native of Syracuse, N. Y., aged 
47 years. He has been in California since 
1868, in railroad employ. He was taken sick 
a week ago last Thursday, and has been con­ 
fined to his house siuce last Friday week. 
Body Found—Fire Alarm Telegraph. 
Stockton, July 20th.—The body of a man, 
not identified, was found floating in Stockton 
channel this morning. The new pantaloons 
on the body have been identified as those 
purchased in a store a few days ago by a man 
who said he resided in the neighborhood of 
San Jose. The body is almost unrecogniz­ 
able.Late last night the City Council appro­ 
priated 82,500 to aid in the construction of a 
fire alarm telegraph system. 
Accidental D row ning—Held lo Answer. 
Stockton, July 20th.—The man found 
drowned this morning was interred this even­ 
ing. He was not identified. The Coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict of accidental drown­ 
ing.About 3 p. M. to day two boys found the 
body of a man floating under the wharf. It 
was identified as that of John McKinnon, 
a native of Nova Scotia, aged 31 years. De­ 
ceased sometimes worked as a deck hand on 
the river steamers. An inquest was held 
and a verdict of accidental drowning was re­ 
turned. 
.T. \V. Campbell, has been held in 825,000 
bail to answer to a charge of murder in kill­ 
ing G. W. Brehraer, August 8, 1870. 
Tlie Yosem ite Com m ission—llot W eather. 
M adera, July 20th.—The Governor, with 
the Yosemite Commission and party, arrived 
at this point on their return from the valley 
to-day. They reached the valley on the 15th, 
and held the first informal meeting the same 
day. On Friday, the entire party, largely 
reinforced, visited Vernal and Nevada falls, 
and on Saturday the Commission spent the 
entire day in open session, before which all 
persons interested in leases or privileges of 
any kind were invited to be present. Sixteen 
persons appeared before the Commission to 
present suggestions, explain grievances and 
apply for privileges and other matters. Gov­ 
ernor Perkins presided at the meeting, and 
•Commissioner M. C. Briggs acted as Secre­ 
tary. Commissioner Jackson conducted the 
examination of witnesses on behalf of the 
Commission. The Commissioners and party 
visited the various points of interest during 
their stay in the valley, and will reach their 
homes to-morrow. 
The thermometer here to day indicated 110 
degrees of heat, being a lower temperature 
than for Borne days past. 
Sluice Rubber K illed by Two Boys. 
O ro ville, July 20ch.—A Portuguese, aged 
about 22 years, name unknown, was shot on 
the Spring Valley Mining Company’s flume 
at Cherokee last night about 9 o'clock, while 
in the act of robbing the flume. He had a 
wooden box and a pick and spoon, and was 
in the flume and at work when the watchmen 
bhot. There are three six-foot flumes abreast, 
and water runs in only two at a time. An 
inquest by the Coroner this morning devel­ 
oped the above facts. The shooting was done 
by two boys, aged about 12 and 1G, who were 
on the night watch. The man was killed in­ 
stantly, three buckshot piercing his heart. 
He had been in the country but about.three 
months. 
Fam ily Injured In a Mine. 
W h eatla n d , July 20th.—A large body of 
ore in the Sau Francisco copper mine at 
Spencerville gave way last evening, crushing 
a man by the name of W. B. Casey.

OREGON. 
W rafbrr — New steam ship — Drowned — 
W heal Outlook Produce M arket. 
P o rtla n d , July 20th.—The weather is 
clear and delightful. 
The new steamship Columbia, which passed 
Point Conception last Saturday morning, is 
expected to reach the Columbia river bar 
this evening, in which event she will arrive at 
her destination to-morrow. The arrival of 
this floating palace is looked forward to with 
no small degree of public interest, and the 
steamship will be received with a demonstra­ 
tion of welcome. 
The following dispatch was just received 
from Hallet's Camp on the Columbia : liains- 
ford Pond, a waiter on the steamer North­ 
west, while drawing a bucket of water from 
the river opjrosite the Willows fell overboard 
and was drowned before assistance could 
reach him. 
Reports received from different counties in 
Willamette valley indicate that the fall 
wheat yield promises to be at least 15 per 
cent, above the avefage, and the increased 
acreage will bring a total yield of fall wheat 
to 30 per cent, more than in 1879. 
In the produce market to-day there is but 
little feeling. Receipts generally are not 
heavy, though considerable wool is coming 
forward, aud sales are reported ranging all 
the way from 22 to 29c, the latter being the 
best figure. The clip is being moved pretty 
rapidly under the fair prospects prevailing. 
Death by Drowning. 
The D ali.es, July 20th.—John Harris, of 
San Francisco, an Irishman aged 28 years, 
last night fell off the wharf boat at this place 
aud was drowned. The body was recovered. 
Two Men Drowned. 
The D a liís, July 20th.—On the 18th 
inst. in John Day river, in this county, Alex­ 


ander Markhard and 
McIntosh, while 
in swimming, Were drowned. McIntosh was 
seized with cramps and Markard went to his 
assistance and both sank. > The bodies have 
not yet been recovered. 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Thunder and L ightning- Favorable Re­ 
ports. 
V ictoria, July 20th.—There was a severe 
storm of thunder and lightning yesterday. 
Favorable reports as to the condition of the 
ship Thrasher have arrived. The wrecking 
parties are throwing out the coal aud patch­ 
ing up a hole in the bows. 
The weather to-day is clear and calm. 


THE PUGET SOUND COUNTRY. 
The following extract from a letter writ­ 
ten by a Californian now in the Puget 
Sound country will prove interesting to 
parties having an idea of locating in that 
region : 
THE CITY OF VICTORIA 
Is beautifully located ; has some very nice 
residences belonging to English nabobs. 
But the town is dead ; business dull, and a 
great many houses are to rent and for sale. 
Goods are sold as cheap as in ¡San Fran­ 
cisco, and some, such as silks and velvet, 
are sold much cheaper. The terminus of 
the Canadian railroad is at a small place 
called Yale. The total force employed on 
it at present is 330 white men and 
101 Chinese. 
The Skagit mines seem 
to be the bane of contention between 
Seattle and Victoria, while Port Town­ 
send, a little new place, opposite thfc 
Sound and between these two places, 
criticises their actions and laughs at 
them for fighting over a bone so bare 
of meat. Victoria proclaims to the world 
the wonders of wealth that lie in the 
Skagit—only attainable by coming to Vic­ 
toria and taking the Fort Hope route, while 
Seattle strikes nearly a bee line through 
brush and bramble, upon hands and knees, 
clambering up precipices with ladders, and 
wading through snow five or six feet deep. 
The returned miners call it Scratehit, and 
according to their reports of the place they 
give it a very appropriate name. Scores of 
disappointed men with blankets are to be 
seen in the two-bit house in Seattle and 
upon the wharves cursing the country. But 
little gokl lias been taken out yet, and it 
is almost impossible to get machinery and 
supplies to the mines till a better trail has 
been cut out. 
SEATTLE 
Is tho most enterprising town on the Sound. 
It has about 4,000 inhabitants, consider­ 
able capital and quite a number ot ener­ 
getic men. The town is destined to be a 
great place. It has a very good harbor, 
but a poor site for a city, being built upon 
a high bank and very little level ground. 
Innumerable stumpB are seen on every 
hand, the forest of pine and fir being very 
dense. Its exports are lumber, staves, 
coal, hops and furs. The soil is almost 
worthless for farming, it being very light 
and sandy, and it costs 875 to clear and 
fence an acre. Hops and potatoes are ex­ 
tensively raised on the river bottoms, but 
the weather is too cool for corn and vines— 
i. e. melons and pumpkins. A narrow- 
gauge railroad runs from the town to the 
coal mine. East of the mountains is a 
large open country which is bemg set­ 
tled up very rapidly. This will draw its 
supply of timber and coal from the Sound 
and will certainly become tributary to it. 
This place, 
TACOMA 
Has about five or six hundred inhabitants. 
It is at present the terminus of the North­ 
ern Pacific. 
The railroad runs from here 
to Portland. Old Tacoma is a dilapidated, 
forsaken place, and only a very few fam­ 
ilies live there. In New Tacoma nearly 
every house appears entirely new, and there 
are quite a number in process of construc­ 
tion. There are no enterprising men here 
and no capital. The people are discour­ 
aged. A few men are employed in the rail­ 
road machine shops and foundry. 
This is 
the only enterprise in the town. It has the 
most beautiful site for a city I ever saw, 
being a gradual slope to the southeast and 
east. The Sound, a lovely, glassy sheet of 
water, is visible for many miles to the left, 
and the know-capped Cascades are.seen to 
the right, while a magnificent view of 
Mount Rainier, the highest mountain in 
the Territory, is had. 
CAPITAL NECESSARY. 
I have been on the Sound now nearly 
two weeks, and.it has rained every day, 
with but one day of sunshine, and to a 
Californian this spoils everything. I would 
not advise any poor man who is looking for 
a place to make money to come to this 
country. Money must be brought here 
before it can be made here. There are too 
many here now. A man told me to-day 
that most of those employed in building 
were working out old board bills, and it 
is impossible for any stranger to get work. 
It is only those who have “ burned their 
ships behind them,” by selling all and 
bringing their families with them and have 
not enough to go back with that stay. Tho 
good times and chances to make money 
that the papers “ blow” so much about are 
all in prospect. Capital has got to come 
here first to develop it, and this will not 
be till the surronnding country is settled 
up. This is a splended country for rich 
men to make themselves richer by invest­ 
ing their money and waiting for develop­ 
ments, but a poor man has no business this 
side of the Cascades yet. The railroad 
company is now surveying the different 
passes of the Cascades, and the people on 
this side are waiting in breathless suspense 
to learn which pass will be determined 
upon. When this question is settled and 
the branch railroad from Walla Walla to 
the Sound is started, then there will be a 
rush to either this place or Seattle. South­ 
east of this town lies a fertile valley, called 
PUYALLUP, 
■ 
Not much smaller than Napa valley. It is 
thickly timbered with large cottonwood 
trees, alders, hemlock and various others, 
but no oak or beach ; some soft maple. 
But six milc3 square of the best and most 
fertile part is reserved by the Government 
for the Siwash Indians. Some of them 
have little patches in cultivation. The 
Government supports a boarding school for 
them about four miles from here. A rail­ 
road runs the whole length of this valley 
to the coal mines.

Richard­ 
son was arrested.

SECRETART SCHURZ AT INDIANAPOLIS. 
Indianapolis, July 20th.—H o d . Carl 
Schurz, Secretary of the Interior, addressed 
an immense assemblage of Republicans at the 
Wigwam to-night. 
The Secretary said he intended to reason 
and not to excite the passions of his auditors, 
and then in a masterly way proceeded to sot 
forth the reasonB why the Republican party 
under Garfield would do vastly better work for 
the couutry than the Democracy under Han­ 
cock. The chances of the Greenbacktrs were 
not visible ones. He alluded with some per­ 
sonal pride to the record of the Administra­ 
tion now about to surrender its duties into 
other hands. While not free from blemish, 
it was in every way creditable. He reviewed 
at considerable length the unsavory record of 
the Democratic party on the question of seces­ 
sion, slavery and finance. 
It was not 
a 
question of 
honoring a worthy 
General, but of giving the country the 
kind of President it needs. He pointed out 
that an army officer who had no previous 
training as a statesman was at a sad disad­ 
vantage in handling the affairs of statecraft, 
in which he was w holly nr even partially un­ 
skilled ; that he became frequently bewil­ 
dered, often did wrongly, got discouraged or 
reckless, and did incomparable injury to the 
Government, no matter how puje, able or 
steadfast. He declared that there has been 
wonderful progress in civil service reform 
during the present administration, and that 
the Democratic party was pledged by in­ 
stinct and platform to make a mockery of 
such reform. Such a policy, carried out, 
would in four years do almost irreparable in­ 
jury to the country, which is coming todemand 
a further advance rather than retrogression 
into the spoils system. He made a strong 
appeal for the election of Porter in Indiana, 
and concluded: “ The Democracy may in 
course of time gain the confidence of the 
people, but that should be only when repu- 
diationists and advocates of unsound money 
have ceased to be in its ranks so powerful and 
influential an element as seriously to threaten 
the great economical interests of the country ;, 
when by energetic and successful action in 
protecting the rights of the voter, whether 
white or black, whether Republican or 
Democratic, in 
all 
parts 
of 
the 
country, and by the suppression of fraud 
at the ballot-box through a healthy 
and irresistible power of public opinion with­ 
in itself, it was to have won the right to ap­ 
pear in its platforms as the protector of the 
freedom and purity of elections, and when 
it will be found no longer necessary to dis­ 
card the ablest of its statesmen and to put a 
General of the army, who has never been 
anything but a soldier, in nomination for the 
Presidency, to make for itself a certificate of 
loyalty to the settlement of the great conflicts 
of the past, and for all these reasons, in my 
opinion, the interests of the republic de­ 
mand the election of James A. Garfield to 
the Presidency of the United States.”

THE 
WATER 
INQUIRY. 


The Trustees this morning at their ad­ 
journed session should call upon a citizens’ 
committee or upon officials to make the 
inquiry suggested regarding the water 
question. 
It is no more than the light of 
the people that they should have the facts 
collected for and reported to the Board. 
This inquiry involves no cost, and can be 
made at no time so satisfactorily as at the 
present, in the midst of the dry season. 
All the reasons for such an inquiry, and 
the value of the report to be made, have 
been very clearly given in the IIbcord- 
U nio.v, and no personal beliefs or dog­ 
matic theories should be permitted to 
stand between the demand and the truth. 
If a committee is named it can ascertain 
all the facts at a small sacrifice of time. 
In passing, it may be remarked that 
the contemporary whose position we yes­ 
terday reviewed hat finally awakened 
to a realization of the universal desire of 
the people and .the entire justice of their 
demands. 
It says : “ Let the water agi- 
“ tation continue. 
Good will come of it. 
“ Only save us from the brackish water of 
“ the plains. 
But if really good, pure and 
“ clear water can be had without linan- 
“ cialiy swamping the city, let us have it.” 
No one wants brackish plains-water; no 
one wants to swamp the city financially ; 
it has had one experiece in that line with 
the Holly. 
But if it is true that a pure 
stream of water, clear as crystal, and for 
aught we know flowing in all its purity 
from the very foot of the groat white 
throne, is at hand, and that the only cost 
is the pumping up of its precious fluid, 
just as we do the murky beverage of the 
river, we want to know it—want it demon­ 
strated. 


C a c s f . f o r C o n g r a t u l a t i o n . — Califor­ 
nians, when they reflect upon it, should 
hug themselves with satisfaction that their 
lot is cast in a land where umbrellas are 
not at all times a necessary attachment to 
the wardrobe. 
Several thousand peojde 
went from New York to the new pleasure 
grounds on Coney Island on the 3th inst. 
to celebrate, in the teeth of the bracing 
brecz.s of the ocean, the cation’s natal day. 
The clearness of the atmosphere and the 
warmth of the day threw the Manhattan 
folks off guard, and they departed ia linen 
coats and I’anama hats, in lawn and slip­ 
pers. and with never an overcoat or an 
umbrella. 
Scarce had they arrived when 
it becan to rain and blow, and so continued 
all day. 
A more thoroughly drenched and 
wilted lot of pleasnre-scekers never re­ 
turned to their homes, and the procession 
of miserables set all New York laughing. A 
leading New York journal, commenting 
upon the fact, reminds the people very 
gravely that it is a rash act to venture any­ 
where at the Hast without umbrellas and 
wraps. 
It says that these mean cumbrous 
bundles aud inconvenience, “ but so does a 
baby,” and that both are responsibilities 
the Kastern people must endure. 
We in 
California surely have reason for self-con- 
gratu’ation. 
We can go to Yosemite, the 
Geysers, to Tahoe, to San Diego in the 
south or Siskiyou on the north, and wander 
the length and breadth of the Slate, uuoe- 
cu in be red by wrap or umbrella, free-handed 
aud in perfect reliance upon the good con­ 
duct of the weather. 
Truly, in view of the 
inevitable umbrella of the Hast, we of the 
far West have reason to pity our distant 
friends. 


N ew Industry.—The fact that ground 
was broken yesterday ia this city for the 
foundations of rolling mills for the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company is evidence of 
the early opening of a new .and important 
industry here of assured permanency. 
It 
is suggestive, too, of further possibilities 
for Sacramento as a manufacturing center. 
I t is probable that the new mills will be 
very la-gcly i mploycd, not only in the pro­ 
duction of rails for the Central Company’s 
lines, but also in the preparation of ma­ 
terial for bridge and trestle work, as it is 
safe to assume that on the California roads, 
as on other principal line in the United 
States, wooden bridges and trestles will be 
gradually displaced by those of iron and 
steel. 


The official statement of the receipts and 
disbursements of the Government from its 
organization to June 30, 1875, has been 
given in the Record-Union, together with 
the amount of defalcations and the ratio of 
such losses per §1,000- to the aggregate re­ 
ceived and disbnrsed under the different 
administrations. 
W e deem the table of 
such great value as to demand further 
reference to its facts. 
Under Washington, 
in eight years the loss on the §1,000 on 
customs receipts was §5 38. 
I1 rom his 
time down to Jackson it at no time ex­ 
ceeded §2 G8, but under Old Hickory it 
ran up- in eight years to $0 99. 
Under 
Polk it was but .00 ; Pierce, .53 ; Bu­ 
chanan, .21 ; Lincoln, .10, and under 
General Grant but .02. 
The loss on re-‘ 
ceipts from all other sources was, under 
Washington .30, Jackson §2 42, Pierce 
§2 20, Buchanan 81 21, Lincoln .10 and 
Grant .43. 
But let us aggregate all re­ 
ceipts, and we find that under Wash­ 
ington 
(eight 
years) the 
defalcation 
ratio of 
loss to 
have been to each 
81,000, §3 72 ; Adams (4 years), 91 cents ; 
Jefferson (8 years), §2 05 ; Madison (8 
years), SI 10 ; Monroe (8 years), S3 52 ; 
the second Adams (4 years), S3 40 ; Jack­ 
son (S years), S5 53 ; t an Buren, in his 4 
years, brought it to S3 01 ; Harrison and 
Tyler (4 years), (S3 68); Polk (4 years) re­ 
duced it to S cents ; under Taylor and 
Fillmore (4 years), it rose to SI 30, but 
under Pieice (4 years) it was ¡5 cents; 
Buchanan (4 years), G2 cents ; Lincoln (4 
years), 10 cents ; Johnson (4 years), 63 
cents ; Grant (G years), 31 cents. W ith the 
solitary exception of Polk’s quiet adminis­ 
tration, Lincoln’s, though in the stormiest 
of periods, showed the lowest ratio of 
losses. 
But it should be borne in mind 
that the amount handled under Polk’s ad­ 
ministration was less than §202,000,000, 
while under Lincoln the aggregate handled 
was over 84,G00,000,000, and in Grant’s 
time it was nearly §4,000,000,000. 
The 
greatest aggregate losses were under Jack­ 
son, 81,412,387 02; and Johnson, §2,5G2,- 
721 90 ; and Buchanan, with §508,493 GO, 
was only exceeded by his predecessors in 
one other instance—Monroe, §629,946 82. 
Prior to June 30,1S61, the ratioof total losses 
was §209 to the §1,000, but from July 1, 
1S61, to June 30, 1875, the period of most 
vital interest to the country, and embrac­ 
ing the administrations in which the Be- 
publican party is held responsible, the figure 
is but 34 cents. In the Postal Department, 
which has not thus far been included, as 
it collects and disburses its own revenue, 
prior to 1861 the loss was §3 59, but since 
then, to June 30, 1875, it has been §1 37. 
Let us see, also, what were the total sums 
handled, Postal 
Department 
excluded. 
Prior to 1861 we find the whole long period 
to make the total of receipts but §2,263,­ 
660,610 OS, while in the fourteen years fol­ 
lowing 
nearly 
§13,000,000,000 
were 
handled, yet the losses prior to 1S61 were 
§4,734,020 out of two and a half billions 
handled, while in fourteen years following, 
out of nearly thirteen billions of dollars 
handled, in a period in which occurred a 
costly internecine war, the losses were 
about §400,000 less. 
These figures are 
sufficiently suggestive and will awaken the 
attention of the thoughtful whenever the 
cry of governmental robbery is raised. 
But let us now glance briefly at the dis­ 
bursements, losses and ratio of losses per 
§1,000 to the aggregate of disbursements. 
In the War, Navy, Pension aud Indian 
Departments the losses were, under Wash­ 
ington, 30 cents; Adams, §129 ; Jefferson, 
§8 71; Madison, §12 14; Monroe, §23 03; 
the second Adams, §5 61 ; Jackson, 87 10 ; 
Van Buren, §4 H5; Harrison and Tyler, 
82 20 ; Polk, 87 09 ; Taylor and Fillmore, 
§6 0-1; Pierce, §G 25; Buchanan, §9 12; 
Lincoln, §1 79; Johnson, 99 cents ; Grant, 
81 06. 
Prior to 1861, §S 33 ; since and to 
1875, but §1 54. 
Prior to 1861 th e ’dis­ 
bursements were but a iittleover one billion, 
hut since, to 1875, four and a half billions 
nearly. 
But taking the sum totals of dis­ 
bursements and \vc find the losses charged 
to Washington’s administration to be but 
09 cents ; 
Adams’, §4 35; Jefferson’s, 
§2 82; 
Madison’s, 
§7 27 ; 
Monroe’s, 
•813 22; the second Adams’, §5 28; Jack­ 
son’s, §10 31 ; Van Boren’s, §21 15 ; Harri­ 
son aud Tyler’s, .810 37 ; Polk’s, 8S 35 ; Tay­ 
lor and Fillmore's, §7 64 ; Bierce's, §5 86 ; 
Buchanan’s, §0 93 ; Lincoln's, §1 41 ; John­ 
son’s, 48 cents ; aud Grant’s but 35 cents, 
or the lowest figure attained since Wash- 
ington’stirae. Grant disbursed over §4,000,­ 
000,000; Washington but about §55,500,­ 
000. 
Jackson lost §10 31 on the thousand 
in disbursing 8223,500,000, Fierce §5 80 
with §285,&)0,000, and Buchanan§6 98 with 
$328,1 S3,000. 
Bat Lincoln, losing but 
81 41, disbursed over four billion six hun­ 
dred thousand dollars, and Grant but a 
little less. 
In conclusion, we cannot do better than 
to reproduce the recapitulation of the 
whole showing, which includes all that we 
have gone over, and to submit the figures 
as texts for the student of the political his­ 
tory of the country.

and at present refrain from t t ; further -ex­ 
tended analysis it invites : 
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UNHAPPY 
TURKEY. 


The Turkish situation is anything but 
pleasant. 
The Porte seems to have made 
an energetic leap into the arms of Ger­ 
many and Austria. 
The Sultan may 
dream, as is alleged, of a Turco-Russian 
war with German allies at his birck, but he 
will find his dream, if realized, to have an 
awakening wholly unexpected by him. To 
enforce the reforms resolved upon, the 
“ Sick Man ” has called to his aid a corps 
of German counselors and civil officers, 
who will take positions as the heads of de­ 
partments. 
The fact is to be noted also 
that among those be has invited to aid him 
in the regeneration of Turkey are Russian 
officials. 
These acts seem to indicate a 
sincere effort to secure by genuine reform 
the coutinucd existence of Turkey. 
That 
there is necessity for thorough reform has 
at* last dawned upon the Sultan’s intelli­ 
gence. 
In Asia Minor, according to Obed- 
den Pasha, the difficulties are compared to 


those which wonld exist ia fifteen Irelands. 
Obedden selected a very speaking andthor- 
oughly intelligible simile. 
If Wittcndorf, 
the German counselor, who for a salary of 
40,000 frarscs per year is to engineer reform 
for the Sultan, can straighten out Asia 
Minor in the three years allotted, he will 
have accomplished a work which will en­ 
title him to rank among the profoundest 
and most skilled statesmen of the age. 
But the Greoian frontier question is-be­ 
coming more troublessme to the Porte. 
It 
is said Turkey will now lay claim for new 
negotiations, according to Article 24 oñthe 
Treaty of Berlin, which stipulates that, in 
the event of Turkey and Greece being un­ 
able to agree upon the rectification of the 
frontier suggested in the thirteenth proto­ 
col, the Powers will reserve to themselves 
the right to offer mediation to facilitate 
negotiations. 
Turkey is unwilling to.yield 
to 
the 
decrees 
of 
the 
Berlin 
con­ 
ference concerning the disputed herders, 
and it is probable the world will now 
realize that in this resistance she lias rea­ 
son for the preparations she is making for 
war with Greece, and that the decree is 
but the mask under which it is intended 
to fall upon the Porte, to his dsstructiou. 
Austria and Germany are understood to 
oppose any interference by a single Power 
to aid Greece to obtain what the Conference 
awarded her. 
The indications all point to 
the non-success of England’s plan of Eu­ 
ropean concert of action by the Towers. In 
the 
meantime come3 the 
news that 
Russia lias notified the Sultan that “ time 
is up ” for an answer relative to the execu­ 
tion of the assassinof Colonel Commeroff, and 
the English and French Ambassadors have 
warned the unhappy ruler that his throne 
is in danger if he refuses to carry out the 
decision of the Conference, and have 
pointed grimly to the Egyptian example in 
ease of evasion. Russian semi official jour­ 
nals declare that no other flag than the 
Russian ought to be allowed to wave on 
the Bosphorus, that the present situation 
is intolerable, and that an end must be 
quickly made. 
This indicates, as the 
Mulva says, that Russia desires all the 
Powers, except Austria and Germany, to 
agree in the plan to “ liquidate ” the Turk­ 
ish Empire, a diplomatic term for dismem­ 
berment. Austria, it is charged, desires 
present peace only to await a more favor­ 
able openiug of the Eastern question, but 
the Russian journals congratulate them­ 
selves that Austria is too much engaged 
with home difficulties to interfere in 
the immediate settlement of that ques­ 
tion. 
From all which it is evident that 
the parceling out of the Turkish Empire 
is to be entered upon, and when the meal 
begins we may expect to see a lively strug­ 
gle for the choice bits. 


THE 
SITUATION 
IN 
ENGLAND. 


The Irish land bill agitation has proven 
to be the profoundest sensation experienced 
in political circles in England for years. The 
alliance between the younger Tories and 
the Irishmen is pronounced. The Ministry 
insists upcn Parliament sitting until the 
Irish bills and other leading Government 
measures are passed. 
The opposition in 
retaliation threatens that no Government 
bill shall pass the House of Lords. 
The 
landlord class, English as well as Irish pro­ 
prietors, are more than bitter in their op­ 
position to the plans of the Ministry, as 
manifested in the bill to protect the Irish 
peasantry. 
Gladstone is denounced as a 
communist and a revolutionist; ancient 
privileges, the landlords declare, are at­ 
tacked, and they think their ruin is at 
hand. 
The scenes in Parliament are said 
never to have been equalled in violence. 
.Society has taken part, and the cIub-room3 
and parlors have joined in the cry against 
the Ministry. 
On the other hand the Par­ 
nell extremists attack the Government be­ 
cause the Irish hills do not go far enough. 
Gladstone is between fires, and it is hot for 
him on all sides. 
Ilis Liberal friends are 
openly regretting his support of the Prince 
Imperial monument scheme, to place the 
memorial in Westminster, and the Govern­ 
ment has met a Bqu3re defeat on that issue 
by the passage of a resolution forbidding 
what is termed a desecration of the Abbey. 
The feeling in England to-day is exceed­ 
ingly bitter, and runs to greater extremes 
than has been known for years. 
It is ag­ 
gravated also liy the foreign£situation, and 
the feeling that Gladstone’s policy of con­ 
certed action of the Powers will avail 
nothing, and in reality ties his hands. 
It 
is probable that when the first rush of 
anger is over better counsels will prevail, 
and it will be seen the Government has 
pursued, regarding the Irish question, the 
only course left for it to take under the 
announced, policy of the Liberals. 
The 
mistakes of the Government have not been 
few, but at this crisis any irresolution 
means more than disorder. 
The situation, 
it must he confessed, is not as clearly indi­ 
cated by the dispatches as could be desired, 
anckany judgment formed must needs be 
conditional. 
But it is known that a crisis 
crisis is impending, and that the slightest 
cause may work 
radical governmental 
changes. 


POOR 
DEVICE. 


A great deal of fuss is being made over 
the announcement that some Republicans 
here ami there are forming Hancock and 
English clubs ; ami in San Francisco Cap­ 
tain somebody gets up and boasts of 500 
Republicans who are thus organizing. 
It 
is one of the oldest of old campaign devices, 
to get a sorehead or two, back them up 
with Democrats so unknown that their 
statement as to former voting habits can­ 
not be disproven, and parade the lot as 
converts. 
Such tricks are vain. 
As Gen­ 
eral Grant said the other day there is no 
earthly reason why Republicans should not 
vote their ticket ; and let us add, there is 
not only every reason why they should not 
vote for their political enemies, but, in 
fact, they were never firmer in their ad­ 
hesion to their organization than they are 
to day. 
There never was a campaign with­ 
out bolters; there never w ill be ; they 
break from both ranks ; it is an indefeasible 
right of the voter ; but there is less of it 
this year than ever before known, and any 
careful student of the times knows this to 
be true. 
The opponents of Genera! Gar­ 
field must adopt better aud fresher tactics ; 
men are thinking in 1880, and not follow­ 
ing this way or that because some others 
go here or there.

There is a disposition in fashionable cir­ 
cles to put an end to the folly of the costly 
bridal 
trousseau and exjiensive knick- 
knacks for wedding presents. 
It is to be 
hoped that the inclination will come to 
maturity. 
Brides ought to have a good 
outfit—it is often the only one they ever 
have—but it should be of present use and 
capable of answering the demands to come. 
Jennie June tells of one fashionable family 
which broke away recently from the old 
folly and invested the money usually spent 
for trousseau, part for useful articles for 
the household, and part in the purchase of 
good interest-paying bonds. 
“ Many a 
“ poor bride,” says Mrs. Croly, “ has had 
“ costly trained dresses laid away in her

Iu fact the “'mourners ” seem to 
have the best of the argument thus far, 
and indeed the smpathetic tendency is to 
look upon the woaring of mourning as 
quite as natural an act, aud fraught with 
as much affection, as the shedding of team 
over the bier.

HISTORY. 


Mr. English, who is the bob to the Han­ 
cock kite, was the author of the “ English 
“ bill” in Congress which proposed to 
open all the West to slavery.

provisions was th is : 
Whenever a fugitive from involuntary servitude 
is taken from his owner or master, or the Federal 
officers having him in charge, by amob, ur by exist­ 
ing State laws which stand in conflict ’with the 
Federal Constiiution and the laws passed in pursu­ 
ance thereof, and whenever a slave is taken from 
his master while in transit of a State where slavery 
does not exist, by violent mpans as aforesaid, the 
city, county or township where such slave has t>een 
taken from the person having him ill charge shall 
be liable to the owner of such sla e in double the 
amount of his actual value. 
This Mr. English was one of the men 
who created a mission for the Republican 
party, and forced the country into a ci:: 1 
war to settle the question of property 
rights in human flesh. 
It was fought oat 
and a structure of freedom erected on the 
ruins of slavery, and now Mr. Eng’-ah 
would come and dwell in it, promising not 
to tear it down, if only its builders will 
vacate and camp in the streets. 
That,

It is reported that tho Government will

At Phamix, Arizona, watermelons are 
coming in in large quantities.

Cherry 
Creek, the Platte river and many mountain 
streams overflowed, sweeping bridges and 
fences away. 
San Quentin at present contains about 
1,549 prisoners, about 1,000 of whom are 
employed making bricks, grading roads, 
etc. 
A building is being constructed out­ 
side the walls of the prison adjoining the 
entrance on the south, to be used for offi­ 
cers’ mess-rooms aud quarters. 
It will be 
sixty feet long and two stories high. 
Some wheat lias been grown in Butte 
county that is attracting the attention of 
the local scientists. 
The heads are desti­ 
tute of kernels, and from many of the 
meshes have shot out accessory shoots 
which resemble small spears of grass. 
These heads are filled with minute insects, 
which are doubtless the cause of the ab­ 
normal growth.

The extent of 
the Water supply is 2,210 inches of water 
pier diem. 
Six thousand cubic yards of 
dirt is the average day’s work. Five banks 
of very rich dirt are opened ready for pip­ 
ing. 
A greater portion of the ground 
worked, especially down toward the bed­ 
rock, is blue gravel and rotten bowlders. 
Tanks are now being put iu with a view of 
saving the black sand. 
There is an enor­ 
mous quantity of this in the claim. 
A silver ledge has been found at Oak 
Valley, about four miles from Campton- 
ville. 
Charles Biber aud James McBride, 
in prospecting a quartz ledge for gold, 
came across some singular-looking metal 
which they deemed worthless and threw 
aside. 
As they went down on the ledge 
they found large quantities of this metal 
and filially concluded they would test it 
and see what it was. 
They did so and 
found it to be silver. 
The ledge has been 
traced a distance of 4,000 feet and the vein 
is fourteen feet in width. 
Free silver is 
found all through the ledge aud the parties 
think they have struck a bonanza.—[San 
Juflti Times. 
The Mariposa Gazette gives a history of 
the El Carmena mine, which is near the 
Hite mine. 
It was formerly known as the 
Manuel Gomez, and was discovered aud 
worked in 1864. 
A great amount of gold 
was extracted from this mine, but like 
many other discoveries in those days, the 
gold was used in other ways than imjirov- 
ing and developing the mine. 
The extent 
of the work done up to the present time is 
a shaft some 300 feet deep, and a tunnel 
some 160 feet in length. 
I t is said that 
not a pound of ore has been taken out that 
was worth less than $100, and from that to 
§500 per ton. 
The last five aud one-half 
tons taken from a little below the 300-foot 
level yielded §1,700. 
The last attempt to 
work it was the running of a tunnel upon 
the vein proper and striking the body of 
ore about 150 feet below the 300-foot level, 
giving 160 fqet of new ground, which is 
supposed to contain a rich body of ore far 
exceeding that of any yet taken out. This 
tunnel, which is completed ICO feet, will 
require 150 feet more to be added before 
reaching the main lode.

SAN FEAN0IS0O ITEMS. 


[From our San Francisco exchanges of July 20th.J 
The collection of city and county personal 
property taxes thus far amounts to §22,000, 
$12,000 of which was collected yesterday. 
The earnings of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company for the first six months of 
the year amounted to §S,484,300, against 
§7,S55,400 in the same time last year. 
Chief Justice Morrison has ordered the 
calendar oi the Supreme Court to be made 
up for August 2d, when the Court will sit 
in the new quarters iu the Howard build­ 
ing on Stockton street. 
The Chinese, under the supposed tutel­ 
age of Colonel Bee, are refusing to pay 
their licenses, claiming exemption under tho 
Act of the last Legislature to prohibit the 
issuance of licenses to persons ineligible to 
citizenship. 
The steamship George AY. Elder, which 
arrived at this port from Bortland yester­ 
day, will be withdrawn from service on the 
Oregon route for the purpose of undergoing 
a general overhauling. 
Her place iu the 
fine will be taken by the new steamship 
Columbia. 
There were 51 new registrations yester-' 
day, 71 changes of residence, and 11 twenty- 
onesters. 
Several appeared under the 
impression that the regisUatiou was for the 
Presidential election, but every person was 
informed that they would be required to 
register for the general election. 
Two cases of small-pox on Brannau 
street, between Fourth aud Fifth, were re­ 
ported to the Health Officer, Dr. Meares, 
yesterday. 
That officer visited the house 
mentioned and found two ladies who had 
been attacked by that disease. 
One was a 
discreet ease of varioloid, and the lady 
with her husband and two children were 
sent to the Twenty-sixth street hospital. 
The other case was an extremely fight at­ 
tack of varioloid, and the lady was per­ 
mitted to remain in her room in charge of 
a nurse, the house being quarantined. 
To-day the demand of Henry Schmidt 
for services as clerk in the Registrar’s 
office, after his dismissal by Mr. Tharp, 
was presented to Auditor Dunn, who re­ 
fused to audit it. 
The City and County 
Attorney, Mr. Murphy, then took steps to 
ask for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Auditor to sign the demand. 
The Regis­ 
trar declined, also, since the case to ascer­ 
tain where the power of appointing regis­ 
tration clerks resides may be more com­ 
plicated than at first supposed. 
The de­ 
mand for compensation is made by the 
clerk on the ground that he was ap­ 
pointed by the Election Commissioners, 
and that Registrar Tharp had no right to 
remove him. 
The time of the Supreme Court was oc­ 
cupied to-day with argument in the ap­ 
peal case of F. A. Sprague, w ho is under 
conviction of murder in the first degree for 
the killing of Thomas Wallace More in 
Ventura. 
The trial took place in the late 
Judge Fawcett’s Court, and more than or­ 
dinary attention has been directed to the 
matter for the reason that after the jury 
had rendered their verdict certain develop­ 
ments made it clear that perjured evidence 
had been introduced at the trial. 
Creed 
Ilaymond appeared as counsel for tho de­ 
fendant, anil fought every legal point on the 
part of his client inch by inch. 
The ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court is on the ground 
that the lower Court has not dealt properly 
by the bill of exceptions, which Mr. Hay- 
mond urges contains enough matter in fact 
and law to set aside the verdict and entitle 
the defendant to the benefit of a new trial.

THE WATER QUESTION. 
The following are extracts from only a few 
of manv communications received on the 
water question yesterday: 
E d s. R ecobd-D nion : In your list of wells 
of good water you left out that at Tsinth and 
M streets. I have used from it for domestic 
purpose?, and think the water to be good. It 
is a little charged, but if sunk deeper would 
likely be as good as that on Tenth street.S. 
E d s. R ecord-Usion : In 1850 we dug a 
well on Tenth street, between J and K. We 
struck gravel at about forty feet, and for some 
year3 got a plentiful supply of pure, sweet 
water. Changes in the street aud adjacent 
property led to the well beiug finally filled up. 
M & L. 
E d s. R ecord-U n iON : I want to bear tes­ 
timony to your statement that it is difficult 
to make strangers like the muddy river 
water. Old residents do not, I think, ap­ 
preciate what an olfense the muddy water is 
to the new comer. 
Many of my friends 
abroad dread visiting me here because of the 
water. I now buy clear water irom a deep 
well proprietor, have shut off the hydrant 
and ce»sed paying city rates. Theie are five 
families in my neighborhood who now buy 
clear water. It seems to me that these facts 
ought to lead to some action. 
H -Strbet H ousew ife. 
_ E d s. R ecord-U nion : You are mistaken 
in your list of fifteen wells of geod water 
there are over thirty wells of good water here. 
That at Knauer’s is not yet finished, and the 
water is a little hard. 1 believe that any 
where on Poverty Ridge, or anywhere be­ 
tween Florin and Teuth street, inexhaustible 
supplies of water can be had if they will bore 
for them. 
R eal E state. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : I use Blue Canyon 
water hauled from the railroad shops, and the 
demand is so great that the railroad folks 
threaten to stop giving to any one. Now 
that,-it seems to me. should convince people 
that Sacramentaos do not all prefer river 
water, with its decaying vegetation. I learn 
that hundreds of people go to the wells daily 
and carry water home. 
C. L. 
Elis. E ecobd-U nion : You omitted the 
Iliehmoud Grove well. It is only some 35 
feet deep. If sent dowu 100 feet it would 
probably be a flowing well. As it is I drive 
there and carry water home in preference to 
using river water for drinking purposes. 


E ds. R ecord U nion : A competent well- 
borer this morning estimated the cost of a 
test well at Poverty Ridge at less than $500. 
Isn’t the clear water question worth that 
much to the people ? Put me down for 85 of 
the cost of the te3t well if the Trustees won’t 
do anything about it. 
W orkingman. 
E d s. R ecord-U nio n : I visit every section 
of the city daily on business, driving on nearly 
every street and meeting many hundreds of 
people. I want to sat? that your statement 
that 99 out of every 100 of the people want 
an investigation as to whether we can get 
clear water or not, is not enough. I have not 
found five in a thousand who do not talk 
about it, and favor the inquiry the R ecord- 
U nio n proposed the other day. You ought 
to be more accurate in such figures. The wa­ 
ter question is about all that the people talk 
about. 
D river. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : Your estimate of 
the water taken from Scheld’s well, Twenty- 
eighth and M streets, was too low. I made 
a measurement of it and of the power of the 
pumps and of the supply it will give, and I 
believe I can show that it will furnish nearer 
to 500,000 gallons a day than 300,000. 
A. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : I have just come up 
from Stockton. Down there they have clear, 
pure water, and plenty of it. It is all drawn 
from artesian wells, pumped up into a reser­ 
voir on Hunter street, anil thence supplied to 
the city. Stockton is on lower ground than 
Sacramento, with no high lands near it, yet 
the underground deep-well water there is 
Xo. 1. I believe Sacramento can have clear 
water running in the city pipes inside of 
three months. 
J. 
E^s. R ecord-U n io n : If the river water is 
so good, why is it that the railroad company 
sends a train clear to Blue Canyon to haul 
water down'+iere for its 800 workers to drink, 
over at the shops ? I think that is the best 
evidence of whether the pudding is worth 
eating. 
F orge. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io n : Not long ago Mr. 
Cumiiughain, Chief Engineer at the Water 
Works, told me that a hard crust is forming 
on the ineide of the water pipes, which is les­ 
sening the diameter of the pipes and their 
capacity, so that it will only be a matter of 
time when they will have to be replaced, and 
that it is owing to the sediment in the river 
water. If this is so it is a reason for securing 
clear water as soon as possible which you 
have not yet mentioned; besides, the sedi­ 
ment destroys the machinery of ihe Water 
Works rapidly. 
W. 
. E d s. R ecord-U nion : If clear w ater can 
be had from the wells th at all the tow n is 
talking about, I hope it will, th at we m ay be 
able t»L do aw ay w ith filters and lettling- 
barrels, th at are a source of great trouble to 
all housekeepers. I think the cost of filters 
and so m uch ice ought to lie considered in 
this m atter.

It appears that Vasquez had 
entered the house through a rear open win­ 
dow, and ha I taken off his coat and was about 
to make him.-elf at home when Mrs. Cravens, 
who keeps the establishment, woke up anil 
spied him, and scared the poor fellow so badly 
that he made an unceremonious exit through 
an open front window, and was followed by a 
general alarm turned in with police whistles 
and screams. Upon examination the “ na­ 
tive son of the golden West” was found to 
have left on a lounge in the house liis coat, a 
white bed spread and three or four pounds of 
very ancient codfish. Vaiquez was taken to 
the police station, and will explain his famil­ 
iarity to Judge Henry. 
D eath of E. C. F ellows.—E. C. Fel­ 
lows, Assistant General Superintendent of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, died at Oakland 
at half-past 5 o’clock last evening. Mr. Fel­ 
lows was well known in this city, where he 
was greatly resjiected.

THE BOLLING MILLS. 


REPUBLICAN 
MEETING—SOME 
TICS. 
STATIS- 


The regular meeting of the Republicau 
Second Ward Garfield and Arthur Club wa3 
held at the Grand Hotel last evening and 
quite a large attendance resulted. After the 
usual business was transacted lively speeches 
were made by several, general good feeling 
prevailed, and a number signed the roll. 
During the evening interest was awakened 
by the reading by the Secretary of a copy of 
official statistics relative to the votes cast for 
General Garfield at the Congressional elec­ 
tions held in the Nineteenth District Of 
Ohio from October 14, 1862, to October 8, 
1878.

for

to 
be 
as follows: 
In 1862, 13,288, against Wood, Democrat, 
with 6,763. In 1864, 18,086, against Moses, 
Democrat, with 6,315. 
In 1800, IS,362, 
against Coleman, Democrat, with 7,376. In 
1868, 20,187, against McEwer., Democrat, 
with 9,759. In 1870. 13,538, against Howard, 
Democrat, with 7,263. 
In 1872, 19,189, 
against Sutliff, Democrat and Liberal Repub­ 
lican, with 8,254. In 1874, 12,591, against 
Woods, Democrat, with 0,245, Hulburt, In-« 
dependent, with 3,247, and Brice, Prohibi­ 
tionist, 391. In 1876, 20,112, against General 
Cassemeet, a Union soldier and a Democrat, 
with 11,349, 
and Stranahan, 
Prohi­ 
bitionist, 
21. 
In 
1878, 
17,106, 
against Hubbard, Democrat, with 7,553, 
Tuttle, Greenbacker and Labor candidate, 
with 8,148, and Reeves, Prohibitionist, 
with 98. In every case he had a majority 
overall, ranging from the minimum of 6,275 
to the maximum of 11,771. Last year he was 
a recognized aspirant for Senator Thurman’s 
seat, and the re.-ult was the return of a Leg­ 
islature with a Republican majority of 30 on 
joint ballot. In the preceding Legislature 
the Democrats had a majority on joint ballot 
of 43. General Garfield was elected to the 
United States Senate as against Thurman. 
The elections of 1864 68 72 and ’76 immedi­ 
ately preceded ihe Presidential elections and 
drew out a large vote. The Democratic 
Legislature of 1878 redistricted General Gar­ 
field’s district by detaching Portage county 
from one district and Mahoning from another 
and transferring the first to the Sixteenth 
District and attaching the latter to the Nine­ 
teenth ; bat notwithstanding this attempt to 
defeat him General Garfield overcame all op­ 
position." 
* 
The Club resolved to attend the State ratifi­ 
cation meeting, August 12th, iu a body. 
A committee was appointed to ascertain 
from the President of the Republican Legion 
the day on which it would regularly meet, 
the purpose being to change the date of meet­ 
ing of the Second Ward Club if necessary’. 
The Club then adjourned. 


The preparations for erecting the rolling 
mills are now in active progress. The site 
for the building, which is immediately by the 
side of the overland track, and south of the 
copper-shop, has been cleared and staked off 
for the foundation. A pile-driver, with 82 
feet drop, has been erected, and a donkey 
engine was yesterday placed in position for 
operating the hammer, and the - work of 
driving piles will be commenced to-day. The 
piles are on the ground, ranging in diameter 
from 15 to 20 inches, and are to be driven 
into the earth a distance of about 70 
feet. These are to be driven down in that 
manner close, side by side, forming a solid 
pile work underneath the engine and ma­ 
chinery, as the ground where the mills are to 
be j laced is made land. When this work is 
completed ihe foundation for the building will 
be laid, and be of brick. The building will be 
80 by 180 feet, with a lean-to addition for 
boiler-house, etc., 20 feet wide and running 
the entire length. This will make the build­ 
ing 100 by ISO feet. The posts or sides of the 
Duilding will be 30 feet in hUht, and the 
bridge 53 feet from the ground. The roof 
will be of corrugated iron, similar to the de­ 
pot, aud have an area of over 22,000 square 
feet.The engine being constructed at the shops 
for these works will be of 800-horse power. 
It will be a vertical engine, with cylinders 
32 inches in diameter and 36-inch stroke. It 
is expected there will be six furnaces, with a 
boiler for each, to run the engine and the im­ 
mense steam hammer, which will weigh about 
10,000 pounds. The anvil-block, or bed upon 
which it is to play, will weigh about 25 tons. 
A crane for use at the hammer will be of suf­ 
ficient strength to carry from 25 to 30 tons. 
It is not yet determined whether this will be 
operated by hydraulic power or other method. 
The purpose of the rolling mills is to event­ 
ually manufacture everything in the line of 
iron and steel used by the railroad company, 
which will largely increase the number of its 
employes and importance of its works in this 
city.

T h e C o r w in ’s A r c tic C r u is e .—The 
following is from the Sau Francisco Bulletin 
of July 20th : 
The revenue cutter Thomas Corwin ar­ 
rived at Ounalaoka on the 3d of June, after 
a rough passage of twelve days from this 
port. It will be remembered that the Cor­ 
win was sent from this harbor in the latter 
end of May, for the purpose of relieving 
the two whaling barks—Mount Wollaston 
and the Vigilant—which were caught by 
the ice last fall and compelled to winter in 
the Arctic, and give relief, if necessary, 
also to the exploring steam yacht Jeannette. 
The following is an extract of a letter from 
one of the Corwin’s officers, dated Ouna- 
laska, June 7th : “ We have 100 tons of 
coal on board now, and will sail to-mor­ 
row morning for the islands and the north. 
We hope to be at the strait3 by the 15th 
instant, and will push through into the 
Arctic on the first opening of the ice. We 
are all prepared for a winter iu the Arctic, 
having enough stores on board to last all 
hands fourteen months. 
At St. Michaels 
we will procure two dog trains and add a 
quantity of salt fish to our provisions. 
The indications are favorable for an early 
opening of the ice. 
The past winter was 
mild and the spring stormy. 
High winds 
are said to break the ice and open the 
Arctic earlier than clear, line weather, 
which is usually accompanied by a very 
low temperature.”
